The Director of Go Montgomery! must be responsible for providing coordination and5

management of the County's Go Montgomery! policy and budgetary initiative,6

including providing quarterly reports to the Council on this initiative.7

Sec. 2.  Emergency Effective Date.8

The Council declares that an emergency exists and that this legislation is9

necessary for the immediate protection of the public health and safety.  This Act10

takes effect on the date on which it becomes law.11
